Owners of the 400 to 500 tons of 
this season’s crop of dried apricots, 
which is the amount as yet being held 
iii Orange county, have reason to feel 
encouraged for the reason that, with­ 
in the past two weeks, buyers have 
been busy hereabouts acquiring vari­ 
ous lots of the dried product. 
It is 
estimated that about 15 tons of ’cots 
have been bought up in that time. 
Although the apricots are being se­ 
cured at 6 cents, and oftentim es at 
prices below this, the very fact that 
’cots are being bought at all is con­ 
sidered encouraging by the growers 
■who still have last summer’s crop on 
their hands. 
Up 
until 
about 
two 
w eeks ago no apricots were moving 
at any price. 
Dried ’cots are being shipped 
in 
small quantities to Belgium and Hol­ 
land. For this reason and for the rea­ 
son that what dried ’cots to be con­ 
sumed in the United States will be 
used from now on until spring, 
the 
fruit is being bought up here. 
It is not likely that the product will 
go beyond 6 cents in Orange county. 
The reason for this is that with very 
few exceptions the product in this lo­ 
cality is what the packers call "off 
grade.” 
This, coupleu with the fact 
that the European conflict .has pro­ 
hibited exportation to Germany, and 
to a great extent to France, is respon­ 
sible for the low prices.

The doctrine of human irresponsi­ 
bility, with 
Its minimizing 
of the 
claims of duty, has been preached by 
some writers of considerable ability. 
Whether it has passed from litera­ 
ture Into life, or whether literature 
has merely reflected it, It would be 
difficult to say. 
But there can be no 
doubt that the doctrine has found its 
way into life, and that—as might have 
been expected—it has had no small 
Influence on conduct. 
We have wit­ 
nessed a growing impatience with re­ 
straints—not merely those imposed by 
law, but those that may be traced to 
convention and conscience. 
Men and 
women who—as our modern teachers 
put it—wish to “realize themselves,” 
develop their personality,” or have “a 
career," are even cruelly scornful of 
the obligations imposed on them by 
their relationships. 
Without a qualm 
they play traitor to the relationships, 
refusing to admit that there is any 
binding quality in them except in so 
far as it is easy and pleasant to con­ 
form to them. 
The doctrine, and its 
application to life are both utterly 
anti-social. 
They have always mark­ 
ed periods of disintegration. Fortun­ 
ately the class which 
holds 
these 
views is small. But that there is such 
class—and it is not uninfluential-—is 
beyond question. The tendency is un­ 
mistakable. 
Now whatever we may 
think of war in general, or of this 
particular war, we can not doubt that 
the men in the ranks are absolutely 
true to their political relationship— 
that it is controlling their lives—and 
they are responding most nobly and 
self-sacrificingly 
to 
the 
imperious 
summons of duty. The spectacle ought 
to overwhelm with shame those who 
chafe and sulk at mere inconveniences, 
and assert their liberty by refusing 
to meet even the lightest responsibili­ 
ties because it is “pleasanter” to ig­ 
nore and repudiate them. 
The brave 
and devoted men on the firing line are 
like the people of old, of whom it was 
said that they "jeopardized their lives 
upto the death in the high places of 
the field.” If we could carry this spir­ 
it into civil affairs we should soon see 
an end of that wretched philosophy 
that has wrecked many lives, and will 
wreck more. An easy-going age may 
thus learn something even from war. 


A newspaper owes io Its readers that 
it be Independent of class. It Should 
be for all men and all women, 
It 
should be the arena of absolute dem­ 
ocracy, not for the literary. hot for 
the slums, not for thevrich, not tor 
the poor. 
It should be for all men 
everywhere. The newspaper owes to 
Its readers that it -be independent of 
advertisers, and the intelligent adver­ 
tiser should appreciate the fact that 
his announcement is published in a 
paper that tells the truth, whether it, 
steps on his toes or whether it does 
not. A newspaper owes to its readers 
that it accept no advertisement which 
does not leave it free to publish any 
news and leave its conscience free. 
To sum up, the duty of a newspaper 
to its readers is to tell the truth, to 
observe the ordinary 
human decen­ 
cies, to epcourage 
independence 
of 
Opinion and maintain those high Ideals 
which the common opinion of man­ 
kind has shown to be necessary for 
any right kind of life. In conclusion, 
the newspaper lives as a rule from 
hand to mouth, which 
is 
the 
way 
everybody and everything 
ought 
to 
live if he or It is to be kept whole­ 
some. •

Subscriptions to the cotton pool for the relief of 
Im perial Valley cotton grow ers are now coming in 
trpgpi the Los Angeles banks who are raising $500,- 
000 to aid the growers. 
The fund will be handled 
by the Clearing House Comm ittee composed of J. E. 
Fishburn, J. F. Sartor!, Stoddard Jess, W. H. Holliday 
and J. A. Graves. 
They will tend to the distribu­ 
tion of the funds throughout the cotton-producing 
section. 
During the period from. Get. 18 to Nov. I the gin­ 
ning am ounted to 2,207,114 bales, making the aggre­ 
gate for the season 9,828,695 bales. 
The period's 
ginning was only 5170 bales less than ginned during 
the same period in the record production year of 
1$11, and the aggregate for the season is only 142,210 
balas less. 
Compared w ith last year the ginnings 
to Nov. I were 855,177 bales more. 
T hat th e $135,000,000 cotton pool is not a violation 
Of the A nti-trust laws of the U nited States is the 
opinion of the United States A ttorney General Greg­ 
ory Which is set forth in a letter to President Wilson. 
Th® A ttorney General declares th at “nothing in the 
nature of price fixing, restriction of production, divi­ 
sion of territory, or control of m arkets is involved. 
Eighty thousand bales of cotton owned by the 
suspended cotton firm of S. H, Peel & Co., New York, 
bas been ordered sold by Federal Judge Meyer a t 9 
cents per pound. 
Cotton growers in A rkansas have been warned 
by notices posted on gins and cotton bins not to 
sell their product for less than IO cents, otherwise 
property may be destroyed. 
Ocean freight rates on cotton from Galveston to 
Norway have advanced from 20 cents per hundred 
pounds to $1 per hundred. 
K ansas City bankers have subscribed one million 
dollars to the cotton pool. 


Union Oil Exporting Gasoline 
Gasoline is needed in Europe and California Oil 
Companies are profiting by the demand. 
In October 
the Union Oil Company shipped a cargo of gasoline 
to England valued a t $275,000 and another cargo of 
like value will be shipped this month. 
In that the 
B ritish Union Oil Company, Ltd., which has financed 
the Union Oil Company is an English concern the 
traffic in gasoline with England is certain to expand. 
Earnings of the Union Oil Company this year will 
be considerably larger than in 1913 due to a reduc­ 
tion in overhead expense. 
For the nine months 
ended October 31 the earnings were a little more 
than $2,000,000 while the floating indebtedness has 
been decreased alm ost $900,000 in the same period, 
the quick assets increasing to $2,700,000. 
Payment of $2,500,000 by the British syndicate the 
second one on the $15,000,000 purchase may have to 
be extended owing to the war. 
President W. L. Stew art of the Union Oil Company 
who has been E ast in consultation with Andrew 
W eir, who represents the B ritish syndicate in the 
purchase of Union Oil, returned home this week.

W ashington on the adjustm ent of our foreign ex­ 
changes, upset by the war, Sir George figures that 
this country must needs export about $600,000,000 a 
year, ‘in gold, silver and m erchandise,’ in order to 
cover interest due, expenses of tourists in Europe 
and rem ittances from im m igrants to friends and rela­ 
tives.

“How much of this has gone to pay ‘expenses of 
tourists?’ Estim ates run as high as $200,000,000. Say 
it is only half that am ount—$100,000,000 a year. ‘See­ 
ing America F irst’ m eans keeping that amount a t 
home. 
It means the equivalent of adding over IOO,- 
000,000 bushels to our annual sales of wheat abroad, 
or 2,000,000 bales of cotton a t $50 a bale. 
It also 
m eans—a fact which should be kept in mind—seeing 
things worth seeing. 
There are things iu this coun­ 
try as well worth seeing as anything in Europe. 
Unfortunately, thousands of Americans have been 
going the wrong way to find it out. This year should 
and will see a growth of tile ‘See America F irst’ 
movement. 
The conditions are highly favorable.For 
the first time in history we find the home tourist 
industry given a fair m easure of protection.’’ 


Cyanide Greatest Gold Recoverer 
The world’s gold output never reached $200,0(10,000 
in a single year until 1896, season of our great na­ 
tion-wide debate on tile money-metal question, says 
the New York Press. 
In the few years since then 
it has mounted to near $500,000,000 a year and lias 
steadily increased. 
Cyanide is the explanation. 
S 


Cyanide is an intensely poisonous acid which the 
atman chem ists produce most cheaply; because 
lr do it cheapest they have been allowed to sup- 
„ jr most of the world’s requirem ents. 
Mixed with 
stater and passed through crushed gold-bearing rock 
it. leaches out the gold and carries it away in solu­ 
tion. 
The gold is then precipitated by passing tile 
solution through zinc shavings and zinc dust, tile 
sine attracting the gold. 
This process makes it possible to get the gold out 
of the vast masses of ore that could not be re­ 
duced by the old amalgam process, of which quick­ 
silver was the basis. 
The cyanide process was in­ 
vented by M acArthur aud Forrest in Glasgow, or, 
rather, was made comm ercially practical by them. 
IU extended utilization put value into ore bodies th at 
had been worthless before and this chiefly accounts 
for the immense inflation of the gold output. 
Germany had neither gold ores nor the inventors 
of the process; but German scientific skill and thor­ 
oughness 
proceeded 
largely 
to 
monopolize 
the 
cyanide production, and thus to make Germany as 
much a partner in gold production as if she had 
owned the riches of the Rand.

W HAT DOES PRUSSIA REPRESENT? 
By Wendell Philips in 1873 


What does Prussia represent? 
She represents 
the reorganized feudal system of the nineteenth 
I century. She is a power marshalled into form by 
the one purpose of courts and soldiers. She is not 
a nation; she is an army. 
Her great public schools 
and all her civil life have a great, if not primary, 
purpose in the design to make men, soldiers. 
Every man of the population— banker, mechanic, 
tradesman or scholar— everything but the pulpit— 
goes for the three appointed years into the <jpmp 
to be disciplined to arms; and Prussia's policy 
is an effort to drag the world back 300 years. 
She is the great m ilitary outgrowth, the abnormal 
monstrosity, of the nineteenth century. 


The German Empire 
“The German Em pire of four kingdoms, Prussia, 
Bavaria. Saxony and W uerttem berg,” says a New York 
Tim es writer, "consists of six grand dutchies, five 
dutchies, seven principalities, three free cities, and 
the imperial territory, Alsaee-Loraine. The to tal area 
is 208,780 square miles of which Prussia has 134,600 
or nearly two-thirds. 
The total population (1905) is 
60,600,000, of which P russia has 37,300,000, or more 
than three-fifths. The national legislature has in its 
upper house, Bundesratli, fifty-eight mem bers, of whom 
seventeen are from P ru ssia and fourteen from tile 
other three kingdoms. 
These are all nam ed by the 
several component states and represent the nobility 
and landed aristocracy, wholly free from dem ocratic 
contam ination. 
The lpw er house, Reichstag, has 397 
m em bers elected for five years by universal suffrage 
(subject to certain disqualifications), of whom Prus­ 
sia has 263 to 161 for all others, an overw helm ing 
m ajority. 
“Prussia has a legislature (Landtag) of two houses. 
The upper house, H errenhaus, is made up of princes 
of th e blood, the g reat land owners and others of 
aristocratic tendency, some hereditary and others 
chosen for life, but all specially summoned by the 
King. 
The lower house, Abgeodnethenhaus, is com­ 
posed of members elected for five years through in­ 
direct suffrage, by electors divided into three classes 
according to taxes paid. The hereditary K ing is also 
the executive head of the church. 
He is irresponsi­ 
ble for all his public acts and governs by the aid 
of a council of m inisters, Staatsrat, who are also ir­ 
responsible. 
In both G erm an and Prussian elections 
voters must be 25 years of age or over. 
"Berlin is the capital of the German Em pire and 
also of the Prussian Kingdom, and the G erm an Reich­ 
stag and the Prussian Landtag (legislature) often 
hold their sessions a t the same time. 
"The Em peror’s title is German E m peror and not 
Em peror of Germany, since that m ight be held to 
imply too great authority over the other German 
states. But in reality he is called, alm ost exclusively, 
both at home and abroad, K aiser or Em peror, and is 
rarely spoken of as K ing of Prussia. 
In both his 
private and public acts he constantly holds him self 
forth as Emperor, but assum es that the prerogatives 
of divine authority which he claims as Prussian King 
also belong to him as Em peror. As the irresponsible 
King of Prussia (and head of its religion) he rules 
by divine right, walks with God and adm its none 
but voluntarily lim itations of his authority. 
This 
spirit of divine right and sole rulership which has 
its origin in the P russian King com m unicates itself 
to his sacred person as German Em peror, and be­ 
ginning at Berlin, the capital of both P ru ssia and 
Germany, it radiates thence until it infects and in­ 
fluences the official conduct of the entire system 
throughout all Germany. 
"In his dealings with outside nations the German 
Em peror may be under certain lim itations as to his 
right to make war or peace. But as King of Prussia 
he has absolute right to make war or peace with 
other German states. Bavaria is a kingdom with a 
hereditary King and a legislature of two houses (as 
a re Saxony and W uerttem berg) and in theory it 
stands on an equality with Prussia, except th a t the 
King of the latter is also Emperor.” 


Pullman Must Pay W ar Tax 
W ar tax law' enacted by the last session of Con 
gress compels the Pullm an Company to pay a tax, 
based on its sale of berths and seats in the last 
fiscal year, of $260,000 and the company cannot load 
it on the traveling public. 
The tax is a stam p tax 
the law providing th a t for every seat sold in a palace 
or parlor car and every berth sold in a sleeping car, 
one cent to be paid by the 
company 
selling 
the 
sam e.” In its last fiscal year the Pullman Company 
sold 14,491,276 berths and 11,697,477 seats, or a total 
of 26,188,753 tickets subject to the one-cent tax. 


Locomotives in America 
There are now in use on the railroads In the 
United States 65,000 locomotives which move over 
250,000 miles of track, consume every year 150,000,000 
tons of coal, fuel oil being figured in the consum p­ 
tion as coal, haul cars carrying one billion of pas­ 
sengers and 1,800,000,000 tons of freight. T he largest 
locomotive, an oil burner, is a giant compound 120 
feet over all, weighs 850,000 pounds, carries 4000 
gallons of oil, 12,000 gallons of w ater and cost to 
build $43,830. 


Big Wheat Deal 
The largest wheat deal in an individual lot ever 
consummated in the Pacific Northwest w as the sale 
this week at W alla W alla, W ashington, of 225,000 
bushels of Club w heat. The price was $1.01% f. o. b. 
A single check given in payment was also the larg­ 
est check of its kind ever issued in th at section of 
country. 


Prussian Loan Authorized 
The Prussian D iet has authorized a loan of $375,- 
000,000 secured by treasury bonds payable before 
January I, 1916. 
The loan will be devoted to the 
relief of tile people of E ast Prussia, who have suf­ 
fered from the R ussian invasion and to the relief 
of public- works employees, who have been rendered 
idle. 


No More Nuts From France 
France has put an embargo on the exportation of 
nuts and all contracts for shipments from there have 
been vitiated. 
In th a t the im portation of French 
walnuts and alm onds amount to about twenty-two 
million pounds of which the largest share is for the 
holiday season the im porting trade lias been given 
an unusually severe jolt. 
California’s production of 
almonds and w alnuts supplies about 20 per cent of 
the consuming trade of the country.

Demand for the things that go to 
make fixings for the Thanksgiving din­ 
ner- were very brisk yesterday morn 
ing. Cranberries moved at $8 against 
a price of $10.50 last year. There was 
an excellent demand for celery, which 
brought from $1.75 to $2 a crate on 
all local stock, and 35 cents higher for 
the best northern 
celery. This

about the same figure as last year. 
Sweet potatoes are cheaper by about 
25 cents a hundredweight, and are 
bringing now from $1.75 to $2.

also pronounced, ana the quotations

with the exception of figs, which are 
the same quotation. 
Navel oranges 
are selling at $2.50, against a $3.75 
market last year. Turkeys themselves, 
as well as other fowl, will sell from 2 
to 5 cents less than a year ago. About 
the only real exception to the rule of 
lower prices are nuts. Walnuts and 
almonds are from I to 2 cents a pound 
higher, and filberts, pecans and others 
are about I cent higher.

The corn crop this year is the m ost valuable ever 


grow n in the United States, the total number of 


bushels reaching the enorm ous figure of 2,705,692,000 


bushels w hich based on the average price paid the 


farm er on Novem ber I gives a value of $1,885,867,324. 


T hese are figures given out by the Departm ent of 
A griculture in the Novem ber crop report issued this 
week. 
A lthough the crop was reported injured from 
drought, chinch bugs and other detrimental causes, 
comparison with that of 1913 shows an increase of 
about 250,000.000 bushels. 
W hat is true of the corn crop is also true of the 
w h eat crop, tile m ost valuable ever grown in the 
U nited States and in the w heat crop is a record har­ 
vest. 
Apples also record the greatest crop ever 
harvested w hile the potato crop is the second largest 
ever grown. 
The total value of the important farm crops of 
tile United States this year are worth about $10,000,* 
OOO more than the value of the Bame crops last year, 
notw ithstanding a loss of $418,000,000 sustained by 
cotton planters on lint alone as a result of the 
European war.
